Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest the claimed motor having a holder for carbon brushes 
characterized in that the holder can be pulled off together with the carbon brushes from 
the collector in the axial direction of the armature shaft in such a way that the carbon 
brushes slide over a covering means provided with chamfers.
